Earlier in the day Mr. Randolph had 
handed Mr. Hughes a schedule of syndi- 
cate underwritings and trarisacfions of 
the New York Life for the last ten 
years. 

This statement was to show,and a foot 
note to the schedule so stated, that the 
company had participated in no syndi- 
cate transactions that had been closed 
out with a loss. Among these syndi- 
cate transactions was the Underwriting 
of the Navigation Syndicate, or Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine, 

Paid Morgan Four Million. 

Mr. Hughes drew from the witness 
that there was an aggregate of $4,000,- 
000 the New York Life paid J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. on this “joint account,”

and if he lived he had no deubt he would 
be elected.

The first of these orcers directs <hat! 
al] railroads and steainboat companies 
operating in the state shall notify their 
agents and connecting lines not to sell 
railroad tickets to any point in Georgla 
to any person from territory infected 
with yellow fever. The fact that this 
order would be issued was forecasted in| 
yesterday’s Constitution. 

The second order directs that al! rail- 
roads entering the state shall provide 
separate coaches for their through pas- 
sengers from points infected with vel- 
low fever, and that these coaches must 
not enter the city, pout must be sent 
around the city. by the Belt line. 

Both of these orders have been gent 
to all the railroads operating In Georgia. 
Must Not Sell Tickets. 

The order of the state board with ref- 
erence to the sale of tickets, is as fol- 

lows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., Septeinber 12, 1905.-—~

“The Georgia. state board of health 
hereby orders that all railroads and 
steamboat companies, operating in the 
state of Georgia, ghall notify their tick- 
et agents, as well as these of connecting 
lines, not to sell a railroad ticket to any 
point in Georgia from a territory ‘!n- 
fected with yellow fever, except to those

In the death of Judge Thomas J. 
Simmons a strong man has passed : 
from among us. The news of this! 
eminent 'Georgian’s decease, which 
occurred at his home in Atlanta, ' 
Tuesday morning, will cause pfo- 
found regret in every nook and cor- 
ner of Georgia where the honored | 


name and attractive personality of) 


the distinguished jurist had left a} 
deep impress of respect and popular-| 
ity. Among the public men of his’ 
generation Judge Simmons was one 
of the few landmarks. | 

The dead chief justice of the Geor- 
gia state supreme court was a man. 
who preeminently filled the part. | 


| Nature had ‘endowed him with the 


judicial mind, coupled with the acu- 


ture was finely poised to strike bal- 
ances of equity and respect justice’ 
as the paraniount principle of juris- | 
prudence. His judicial habit of| 
thought and fidelity to the oath of a' 
judge was part and parcel of a life’ 
that was lived in the eyes of all men,’ 
with offense to none and a high sense 
of the responsibility of private citi-: 
zenship. Judge Simmons lived the: 
life of the just judge and won the | 
love and respect. of his fellows for, 
his intrinsic manhood qualities no’ 
less than for his mental attain-' 
ments and offical honor. He was. 
a man of conviction and prin- 
ciple, and he guided his life by such. 
& chart. He was known as a man of) 
his word, and his- personal integrity, 
was a characteristic moral quality. | 
His friendships were deep and true, 
and he was capable of unselfish sac- 
rifices. He will be as much mourned | 
as the departed friend as the depart- 
ed publicist. 

The life 
worthy of the distinction that came 
to him at the hands of his fellow- 
citizens. Born in Crawford county, 
Georgia, in 1837, the son of a pioneer 
farmer, his boyhood and young man- 
hood were passed in an environment 
calculated to bring out the mettle 
that was in him. Ambitious for an 
education and intellectual opportuni- 
ties, he practically educated himself 
and was admitted to the bar with an 
unusual . educational. and mental 
equipment. The breaking out of the 
Civil war found him with a law prac- 
tice that might have made the suc- 
céss of many an older lawyer, but 
he left his cilents for the call of his 
country, enlisting in the first com- 
pany, the Crawford Grays, to leave 
his native county for. the front. 
Judge Simmons’ military record was 
that of a gallant confederate soldier. 
Fromotion came in due time as the 
result of gallantry on the field of 
battle, and during much of his active 
service in the campaigns of the army 
Of the Potomac he held the rank of 
colonel. He received several wounds 
in action and but for the surrender 
at Appomattox would have received 
a brigadier’s commission. The. rec- 
ommendation for his promotion had 
been made by General Lee. 

But it was in the civil chaos that 
Judge Sim- 
mons’ greatest usefulness to his na- 
tive state began. Upon his return 
to Georgia he was promptly elected 
to the constitutional convention that 
was destined to figure so historically 
at the threshold of the reconstruction 
period. He was later elected to the 
state senate and played a prominent

Who, then. of the two candidates now 
before the people is. responsible for this 
bitter campaign now opening?

them as men of ability, The Tribune is 


in a condition to judge impartially, and 
with no other desfre than to serve the 
best interests of the state, fix the blame 
for the bitterness that has been deliber- 
ately injected into this campaign. 

What has caused it? 

The negro. 

Mr. Guerry made his race on the rail- 
road platform and there was no bDitter- 
ness. Colonel Estill made his race on 
the anti-ring platform, and it is clear that 
the bitterness of this campaign is due 
to the introduction of a néw question. 
That new question is the negro ques- 
tion.’ 

How was it introduced and by whom? 
Mr. Smith announced the disfranchise- 
ment of the negroes as one plank of his 
platform. Why did:he do this? Not be- 
cause this was an old conviction with 
him—for he had always opposed it. Not 
because it is necessary—for even in this 
hot campaign the negro is not in it; 
and if now the negro is out there is no 
need of doing anything questionable at 
best, to put him out. Then Mr. Smith 
could only have injected this negro ques- 
tion with the purpose of appealing to 
prejudice, stirring passions, arousing bit- 
terness and striking wounds into the 
state in a desperate effort to reach the 
governor's chair. 

A wise man years ago remarked that 
whenever a cunning politician has noth- 
ing else to stand on he gets his hands 
in the nigget’s wool. Oh, the harm that 
is being done our state and the south 
generally by keeping this negro question 
in the front, fomenting race animosity 
and preventing a peaceful and right s0- 
lution of this grave problem. The man 
who will deliberately do tnis, whatever 
his other qualifications may be, is unfit 
to be governor of the state. 

Having sprung the negro questfon, Mr. 
Smith acts childish in complaining that 
he. is made to face his negro record. 
When he had the power he appointed 
negroes to office. In vain does he plead 
now that these offices were ‘‘menial”’ and 
that-no white persons wanted them. 
They each paid handsome salaries, each 
of these offices have been filled by white 
men and women, and there were hun- 
dreds of white mer and women in Géor- 
gia who would have been glad to re- 
ceive these appointments. But Mr. Smith 


turned the cold shoulder to them all, 
and appointed negroes, a wrong done to! 
his people. as he admits now, by ad- 
vanting the false justification that they 
were ‘“menial’’ offices. 

A nice man is that who appoints ne- 
groes to office when it. is not necessary, 
and then asks to be elected governor be- 
cause he howls for negro disfranchise- 
ment, when in the very election in which 
he hopes to be elected not a single ne- 
gro can cast a vote. 

Why Hon. Hoke Smith desires so much 
to be governor of the state The Tribune 
does not know. But it does know, from 
the evidence outlined above, that making 
his race on a negro disfranchisement 
platform is pure demagogy.

1905.—To the blic: Be- 
lieving’ that the position of the city of 
Atlanta on the yellow fever situation 
has not been fairly presented, and be 
coming somewhat fatigued by the daily 
proclamations emanating from the state 
board of health, and confessing to sume 
degree of surprise at the serious manner 
in which these publications are received, 
I beg the attention of the public fo a 
few words in behalt of Atlanta. x 

“The papers, for the most part, hav 
been extremely subservient to the solemn 
pronunciamentos of the state board, and, 
in their apparent haste to catch up and 
publish every suggestion from that body 
against Atlanta and its health board, 
and to minimize the efforts of the city 
officials to save our municipality from 
unwarranted. uncalled for and mischiev- 
ous treatment, the position of the city 
obscured and many do not ~ oy that it 
has not been quarantined, arid does not 
expect to.

His sister who survives him is 
Mrs. J. B. Maynard, of Dalton, and his 
brother is Rev. W. C. Simmons, of Man- 


ningham, Ada. 

Judge Simmons’ parents were Allen G. 
and Mary Simmons. Allen Simmons was 
a native of Franklin county, Georgia. 
He served in the Creek war in 1836 and 
died in 1858 at the age of 50 years. Judge 
Simmons’ grandfather, William Simmons, 
was a native of North Carolina, and a 
veteran of the war of 1812. Judge Sim- 
mons’ mother was Mary Cleveland, 
daughter of Willlam Cleveland, who was 
a native of Jasper county. Judge Sin\- 
mone’ mother was 2 niece of Colone] Ben 
Cleveland, who is famous in history as 
the hero of the battle of the Cowpens 
in the revolutonary war. 

In giving a sketch op his life to a bio- 
grapher several months ago, Judge Sim- 


mow: said: 
“T Rave always tried to live an honest, 
upright life and be true to my state, my 


friends and my word.” 

Judge Simmons became a master Ma- 
son in the Macon lodge in 1868. In 1875 
he was grand master for the state of 
Georgia for the Odd Fellows. He was al-

‘Next we were ordered by the state 
board to quarantine. Failing, we . were 
told that the state ‘would do so, at our 
expense. This was published as an 
ultmatum.’ It was given great, publicity, 
but when the city board ignored wie 
threat a state quarantine was sald to 
have been ordered. All these various 
maneuverg were executed in the name of 
the state board, whereas that body was 
here on Saturday and left the following 
Sunday. While here little was given out 
in its name. Sincé it adjourned it ap- 
pears to have been most active. The 
Statute creating the state board says: 

“The state board ghalpnot have pow- 
er to supersede municipal boards of 
health: where the same are properly 
maintained, but shal act in harmony 
with said local board of health.’ 

“When the ‘ultimatum’ went up in 
smoke a state quarantine was ordered 
and the reckless appropriation of $1,00 
was made therefor. Very little publicity 
was given to this change of front. The 
papers have been very kind to the state 
board, not only in covering up this re- 
treat but in giving generous and glowing 
prominence to its slightest smile. This 
$1,000 would nardly start a state quar- 
antine, much less maintain one. We fear 
that while it is called a state quaran- 
tine, it may be an effort to do indirectly 
what cannut be done directly. The man- 
ner of its enforcement up to date makes 
us somewhat suspicious. 

“The latest: ) 

“It is hinted—IN THE PAPERS—that 
tle other citieg will be called upon to 
quarantine agaist Atlanta. What power 
over lical boards has the state board 
under the act? If it has such power, 
and will so execute it, doesn’t this show 
that they are not attempting a ‘state’ 
quarantine but an ‘Atlanta’ quarantine? 

“By the way, it would be well to patch 
up the act before trying it on anybody. 
The only penalty is a $50 fine but it is 
not called nor made a misdemeanor to 
violate an unknown and to-be-enacted 
rule of a board. But, lf so. it was not 
attempted in thig act. If not a misde- 
meanor, who jis to impose the fine? Who 
is to collect it? If not paid. how is the 
prisoner to be disposed of? 

“A proclamation on Atlanta's side of 
the question: 

“As mayor, I proclaim that Atlanta 
is not quarantined against anybody. We 
have had several epidemicg in the south. 
and thig city has never quarantined. 
There-is nothing in the present situation 
to justify it now. Our gates are open. 

“The state board can qasrantine the 
state, but they hewe no power to super- 
sede the local boards of health. I¢ they 
really make it a state quarantine, we 
have no criticism. If they call it a 
‘state’ quarantine and limit it practicaliy 
to Atlanta, we shall ignore it. Respect-

Prominent Atlantans Want 
Dr. Bradley for Tech 
President. 


A memorial signed by a number of 
the most prominent eitizens of Atlanta 
has been presented to the trustees of the 
Georgia School of Technology asking for 
the election of Dr. H. S. Bradley to the 
presidency of that institution. 

The memorial recites the many reasons 
why the position should be tendered to 
Dr. Bradley, and asks that prompt ac- 
tion be taken ‘“‘because other fields are 
opening for him and we cannot afford 
to run any risks of losing this peculiarly 
Strong man to the services of the state.” 

The memorial is as follows: 

“Recognizing the importancé of the 
technical training of ‘the young men of 
Georgia in the future development of the 
state and regarding with real satisfaction 
the steady development of the School of 
Technology from the date of its organi- 
zation up to the time of the death of 
the lamented Captain Hall, who served 
the institution with tireless devotion, we, 
the undersigned, desire to urge the wis- 
dom of tendering - to Dr. H. 8. Bradley 
the presidency. We urge, the board of 
trustees to offer him this responsible 
position. be‘ause we firmly believe that 
he possessés in a marked degree those 
qualities of mind and heart which are 
so extremely important in the vocation 
of training young men for the very best 
service in life. 

“tl. Dr. Bradley has had wide expeni- 
ence as a teacher of science, and his 
work in this field has been unusually 
successful. While the duties of the pres- 
ident of the School of Technology are 
largely administrative, yet ability to 
teach and practice in the art of instruc- 
tion are requisite to the proper adminis- 
tration of the affairs of an institution 
of learning. The leader of teachers 
Should himself be an approved teacher. 

“2. Dr. Bradley has displayed marked 
ability as an administrator of a large re- 
ligious enterprise. He has been for the 
last four years the pastor of one of the 
largest churches in the south. His pas- 
torate has been unusually succéssful from 
its administrative as well as its teaching 
Side. Besides, it. is well known that the 
sciences at Emory college, where he was 
an honored professor for a term of years, 
being vice president for a part of the 
term, were brought to a position of co- 
equality with the classics and belles-let- 
tres, and that Dr. Bradly was largely in- 
sirumental in thus making™® science co- 
ordinate with other subjects. We firmly 
believe that his capacity for administra- 
tion would be equal to the requirements 
of the School of Technology, and that he 
would deal promptly and wisely- with 
every administrative problem which might 
arise in connection with the principalship 
of an expending institution, 

“3. The School of Technology opens to 
its president not only a fine opportunity 
for the due exercise of teaching and ad- 
ministrative ability, but also a vast scope 
of usefulness in molding the character of 
the young men who go there for technical 
training. A man of broad sympathy with, 
the intellectual and 
moral elevation of young men has an al- 
most boundless opportunity to influence 
the students for good for all time. Dr. 
Bradley is genial, cordial and democratic 
in feeling and manner. These qualities 
would cause him to be affectionately re- 
garded by the board of trustees and the 
members of the faculty, and respected 
and loved by the students, tue best part 
of whose natures would be drawn forth 
and cultivated by the daily contact which 
we know would ensue between § their 
president and themselves. We believe 
that the grace of Dr. Bradley’s influence 
would remain with the boys for the rest 
of their lives, inspiring them with faith 
and courage in the darkest hours- of 
these inevitable moral struggles which 
they will have te meet in active life. 
The moral influences which -we believe 
Dr. Bradley would wield over the student 
body is ot supreme importance. There 
have been head-masters, notably Arnold, 
of Rugby, whose intiuence has extended 
far and wide, and by reason of whicn 
civic development has been wonderluily 
influenced. . 

“Firmly believing that Dr. Brauley is 
preeminently fitted both by nature and 
education to administer the affairs of the 
school of Technology with becoming dig- 
nity and high etnciency, we sincereiy 
hope that the trustees or the school will 
promptly tender him the nomination to 
its presidency. We urge prompt action 
because other flelds of work are opening 
to: him, and we cannot afford to run any 
risks of losing this peculiarly strong man 
to the service of the state,
